SUBJECT: ADDRESS OF SAM NUJOMA TO UN CONFERENCE 

1 . SPEAKING BEFORE THE AFTERNOON OPENING DAY SESSION OF 
THE UN CONFERENCE IN SUPPORT OF THE PEOPLES OF NAMIBIA AND 
ZIMBABWE, SWAPO LEADER SAM NUJOMA SURPRISED OBSERVERS BY 
ABANDONING HIS PREPARED TEXT (WHICH HAD BEEN PREPRINTED AND 
CONTAINED SCATHING ATTACKS OF THE WEO FIVE) AND READ FROM 
A SUBSTITUTE ADDRESS. SPEECH CONTAINED PREDICTABLE DENUNCIATIONS 
OF SAG AND TURNHALLE GROUP (' "PUPPETS") AND SAG SCHEME FOR 
INTERIM GOVERNMENT. HE STATED THAT WEO FIVE TRIP TO 
NAMIBIA WAS ILLEGAL AND IN VIOLATION OF UNGA AND 
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UNSC RESOLUTIONS AND NOTED HE WILL AMPLIFY THIS IN A LATER 
PRESS CONFERENCE. 


2. NUJOMA PLEDGED SUPPORT TO RESOLUTION 385 BUT NOTED THAT SWAPO 
CANNOT CONCEDE FREE ELECTIONS WITHOUT PRIOR SAG WITHDRAWAL OF 
'INSTRUMENTS OF OPPRESSION. THE POLICE AND ARMY." HE STATED 
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SWAPO COMPLETELY OPPOSED TO WEO FIVE ATTEMPTS TO PLACE SWAPO 
ON A PAR WITH THE PUPPET TURNHALLE GROUPS UNLESS THEY 
RENOUNCE THEIR REACTIONARY POSITION, AND LATER STATED SWAPO 
WILL NEVER ACCEPT ANY ATTEMPT TO LINK IT TO TURNHALLE PUPPETS. 

HE STATED THAT THERE WERE ONLY THREE INTERESTED PARTIES IN 
NAMBIA - SWAPO, THE UN, AND SAG. HE STATED SOUTH AFRICA MUST 
ACCEPT 6 CONDITIONS: 

- RIGHT TO INDEPENDENCE AND NATIONAL SOVEREIGNTY FOR NAMIBIA 

- SAG MUST PUBLICLY ANNOUNCE THAT THE TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY 
OF NAMIBIA IS ABSOLUTE AND NON -NEGOTI AB LE 

- RELEASE OF ALL POLITICAL PRISONERS 

- FREE AND UNHAMPERED RETURN OF ALL EXILES 

- WITHDRAWAL OF SA ARMY AND POLICE 

- ANY CONSTITUTIONAL TALKS MUST TAKE PLACE UNDER UN SUPER- 
VISION AND ANY ELECTIONS UNDER UN SUPERVISION AND CONTROL. 
CONCLUDING, NUJOMA CALLED ON CONFERENCE TO: 

- ISOLATE ANY PUPPET REGIME CREATED BY SOUTH AFRICA 

- SECURITY COUNCIL SHOULD BOYCOTT ARMS AND TELECOMMUNICATIONS 
SALES TO SA 

- NO UN MEMBER STATES SHOULD CONFER WITH S.A. ABOUT NAMIBIA 

- DENOUNCE FOREIGN INVESTMENT IN NAMIBIA 

- CALL FOR PROHIBITION OF IMPORTATION OF NAMIBIAN GOODS BY 
MEMBER COUNTRIES UNLESS CLEARED WITH UN COMMITTEE ON NAMIBIA 

- REAFFIRM EXCLUSIVE SUPPORT TO SWAPO 

- EXTEND MAXIMUM MATERIAL SUPPORT TO SWAPO 

- GRANT FULL MEMBERSHIP TO SWAPO AS NAMIBIA IN 
UN SPECIAL AGENCIES 

- GRANT GREATER CONTRIBUTIONS FOR THE INSTITUTE FOR NAMIBIA 

- EXAMINE WAYS TO CONVENE A SPECIAL SESSION OF 
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THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY ON THE NAMIBIAN SITUATION.DE PRESS UNQTE
